at Wildcat Test 


Davidson-Smith Test; Near 


Washington at Depth 


of 1,907 Feet 


Operations were resumed Tuesday 


at the Davidson-Smith No. 1 wildcat 
oil test well in Section 1-11-25, three 
miles northeast of Washington. 


The test was shut down at a depth 


of 1,907 feet several weeks ago. Some 
additional machinery has been in- 
stalled at the location in order to fa- 
cilitate deeper drilling. The test is 
schedculcd to be 4,000 feet. It is the 
only wildcat now actually drilling 
in Hempstead county.

Garner Asks Wheeler to

WASHINGTON -(/Pi- Vice Presi- 


dent John N. Garner asked the court 
bill's opposition for its peace terms 
Wednesday and was immediately in- 
formed the Roosevelt administration 
must drop any idea of enlarging the 
Supreme Court.

for new Supreme Court Justices if 
Justices past 75 do not retire. He also 
demanded a guarantee that there be 
no political reprisals against those who 
have opposed the president's bill. 


On the positive side he spoke of 


enacting some reforms applying to the 
lower courts. 


Backers Concede Defeat 


Garner's action came after several 


hitherto uncommitted Senators were 
Reported to have served notice they 
would vote to pigeonhole the presi- 
dent's bill unless some compromise 
were worked out quickly. The oppo- 
sition had hailed that development 
as the final and fatal blow to the 
Roosevelt bill. 


Even some of the proponents were 


publicly acknowledging defeat. For 
example, Senator Sherman Minion, 
(Dem.) of Indiana said the opposition 
has the voles. 


Senator M. M. Logan <Dem.) of 


Kentucky, who helped write the ad-

ard county judge, was chosen queen 
of the festival from a group of 13 com- 
munity entrants and was enthroned on 
the queen's float to replace Miss Eve- 
lyn Ligon of Dierks, queen of the 1936 
festival. 


The new monarch was crowned by 


Governor Bailey and her royal robe 
and scepter were received from the re- 
tiring queen before an audience that 
packed the broad slreet of Nashville's 
business district at the outset of the 
annual parade. Her maids, Miss Lola 
Iris Reed of Sardis, Miss Billie Marie 
St. Peter of DeQueen, Miss Johnnie 
Roundtrce of Murfreesboro and Miss 
Katherine Kclley of Delight, accom- 
panied her on the float, and young 
Roland Cupp and Virginia Lee Ramsey 
of Nashville were pages.

Officers Capture 


3rd Texas Felon 


Harry Roberts Arrested 


in Cafe by Marshal and 


State Officer 


MONTICELLO, Ark.(;P)—The keen- 


eyed wife of Monticello's night marshal 
trapped in a cafe here Wednesday 
night Harry Roberts, 34, escaped Texas 
convict, who eluded for more than 24 
hours a possee that killed one of his 
prison companions and captured an- 
other. 


'Roberts was captured without a shot 


by State Trooper O. V. Whitted. The 
convict had a pistol hidden beneath 
his shirt but surrendered without at- 
tempting to touch it. 


He was marched clown Monticello's 


main street by Whitted and Night 
Marshal T. R. Scot tto the county jail 
where his companion, James Rice, 30, 
is held. The third member of the 
gang, W. H. Bybee, 26, was slain by a 
machine gun fusillade during the bat- 
tle with the posse 12 miles east of here 
Tuesday. 


Slate Trooper Neil Shannon, who 


was wounded by Bybee in the gun 
fight, was reported in good condition 
Wednesday night. He sustained only 
a flesh wound from a buckshot, doc- 
tors determined Wednesday. It was 
thought al firsl Ihe slug had penetrat- 
ed his lung. 


A posse of HO men, using blood- 


hounds, was combing the dense woods 
easl of here for Roberls when he was 
captured. 


Mrs. Scott, operator of the cafe, said 


Roberts came inlo the establishment 
and ordered sandwiches. She noticed 
the bulge of a pistotl beneath his shirl 
and quietly sent her 12-year-old son, 
Roby, running for his father, the night 
marshal. 


Scott and Wh,itled answered the 


alarm. The night marshal guarded the 
entrance to the cafe while the trooper 
went in, threw his pistol on Roberts. 
The convict was gulping down the last 
o£ hix sandwiches. Throwing up his 
hands, he said: "I give up." 


Whitted disarmed the man and 


found only $3 in his pockets. Rice 
Burlier had told officers Roberts had 
about $200 of Ihe approximately ?600 
the Irio obtained robbing the bank of 
Wciner iji Northeast Arkansas two 
weeks ago. The pistol Roberts was 
carrying was identified as one taken 
frcm ;i Lincoln county depuly sheriff 
lasl week. 


Sheriff W. C. Cvuce filed charges of

Roberts and Rice Wednesday night 
for the wounding of Shannon. Sheriff 
J. D. Dubard of Poinsett county filed 
charges of bank robbery against them 
for the Weiner holdup.

BOSWELL, Okla.—(IP)—Roy "Pete1 


Traxler, southwestern desperado, lay 
dangerously wounded in a Hugo hos- 
pital Wednesday night, shot down by 
two Coal Hills country farmer host- 
ages, while the body of his companion 
in a mad flight from a Texas prison 
Fred Tindol, was in a Hugo morgue. 


The hostages, Frank Trimmer, 50 


Pleasant Hill, and J. E. Denton, 44 
Kingston, seized the outlaws' owr 
guns and shot them while nearly 1,000 
possemen searched through the South- 
ern Oklahoma hills for the fugitives 
in one of the greatest manhunts in the 
southwest's history. 


"I hated to do it," Trimmer said. "1 


wish there'd been some other way out 
But I figured that if the officers caught 
us all in the car they would shoot, 
was either their life or ours. 


"I shot Tindol, and Denton shot 


Traxler. Tindol died instantly. Trax- 
ler begged Denton not to shoot again: 


Traxler talked readily to newspaper- 


men in his Hugo hospital room. 


''We never hurt anybody," he muni- 


bled as he tossed from the pain of his 
wound, "All we wanted was to get 
away." 


On a lonely country road eight miles 


miles north of here the weary gunmen, 
who had subsisted mainly on whisky 
and narcolics in nearly two weeks of 
desperale hide-and-seek with Texas 
and Oklahoma officers, stopped their 
commandeered automobile. 


Trimmer, who was driving his own 


automobile with a gun at his back 
since the outlaws broke into his home 
Wednesday morning and forced him 
to accompany them, said he first 
thought Denton was an outlaw. 


When the car slopped Traxler and 


Tindol dozed, their guns in then- laps. 
Trimmer said ho looked at Denton, who 
was in the rear seal, and the two sim- 
ultaneously seized pistols. 


The body of Tindol pitched into the 


roadway as ii slumped against the 
door of the automobile. 


"They ordered me out of the car," 


Traxler said. "Then they plugged me 
while my back was turned. 


"They dragged me off beside the 


road and waited for somebody to come 
along. 1 begged them to get me to a 
hospital before I bled to death. Final- 
ly some negroes came along and they 
took us in on a truck." 


Traxler puffed nervously at a cig- 


arelle and said: 


"Tell my wife I'll pull out all right." 
His wife. Mrs. Nell Traxler, was in 


the county jail at Duraiit, She was 
captured late Tuesday near jDuraut 
when possemen trapped the fugitives 
at the dead end of a country lane and 
opened fire. 


Mrs. Traxler fainted and Traxler

In consideration of the diet which

Chief Lays Blame 


on Republic Steel 


Says Rioting Caused by In- 


sistence for Special 


Police 


WASmNOTON.-(/P)(/P)-Stanley W. 


Switler, chief of police at Masslllon, 
Ohio, said Wednesday that pressure 
by the Republic Steel Corporation and 
others for the appointment of special 
police caused the fatal strike riot at 
Massillon, July 11. Two were killed 
when police and'pickets clashed while 
Switler was out of town. 


Swillcr was the first witness at a 


hearing before the National Labor 
Relations Board on Its complaint that 
Republic Steel has violated the Wag- 
ner Labor Disputes Act. 


'From the time the strike started, 


May 26, Swltter told the board, Re- 
public officials and Massillon business- 
men in the Law & Order League 
urged him to enlarge his oightcen- 
man force. At one time he added ten 
men, 
all neutral, he said, but refused 


until July 7 to hire Republic employes. 


Appointment of Republic men, Swit- 


ter testified, was suggested by both 
Gen. 
William Marlin, commander of 


the Ohio National Guard in the strike 
area, and the Law & Order League. 


He said Carl Meyers, Republic plant 


mnager, asked him why the Massillon 
police didn't handle the situation like 
Ihc Chicago police. Ten strike sym- 
pathizers had been killed in a clash 
with Chicago police on Memorial Day. 


On cross-examination, he said many 


of the strike pickets were armed with 
clubs and that rocks were piled along 
the road near the plant.

"I could have handled the situation 


without bloodshed, without pressure 
from Republic officials and others," 
Swittcr said.

Baseball Is just a hobby with Tom 


Yawkey and Phil Wrigley is in the 
game for the fun of it, and Clark 
Griffith flutters into n great state of 
indignation when the suggestion is 
made that our national pastime is an 
industry. 


But you people who pay the freight, 


make no mistake about it— baseball is 
Big Business. 


It is big and uncertain, exciting and 


exasperating, romantic and soulless. 


The butcher, the maker, the candle- 


stick maker — all envy the big league 
owner. 
And to be sure the game is 


most romantic and exciting. But no 
business is more uncertain. 
A sudden 


brief thunderstorm can cost as much 
as $60,000 in gale recipts. Nor so ex- 
asperating: An aching fibre in the arm 
of some loogan who hus a hop in his 
fast one may 
ruin a team's pennant 


chances and plunge it into second divi- 
sion and financial disaster. 


And though millions pay millions 


in annual tribute to their baseball 
making a;; you might suppose. Prac- 
tically every dollar that marches thru 
the turnstiles passes one going out. 


Expense Is Terrific 


The New York clulw, Detroit, the 


two Chicago teams, the Cardinals, the 
Red Sox realize large profits. But on 
the other side of the ledger poor old 
Connie Mack, for one. had to sell 
everything and everybody but 
his 


birthright to keep from being dunked 
and drowned in a sea of red ink. 


Last yenr, however, it was believed 


that every big league team enjoyed 
a profit, with the possible exception of 
the Browns. It will probably be the 
same this season. 


The price of the franchise varies 


like the rent of a business location. 
It cost Col Jacob Ruppert $1,250,000 
,o buy T. L. Huston's half share in the 
New York Yankees. And Tom Yaw- 
tey paid one million dollars for the 
Red Sox franchist. But the new own- 
ers paid only about one-fourth that 
'or tlie lowly Browns. 


The expense of operating u major 


eague club is terrific. It is roughly 
estimated that the average overhead 
s about ?500,000. This is the middle 
'igure. The Yankees, for instance have 
a much greater overhead; the Browns 
ess. 


Payroll Is Biggest Expense 


Players salaries, many of them ex- 


ceeding the salary of a U. S. Senator— 
comprise the biggest single item. The 
iverage payroll totals about J200,000. 
Then comes the cost of new players, 


jnd traveling expenses and expenses 
it scouts. The man hunt is never end- 
ng. Some teams have only one or two 
couts; ortheit! have a corps of six or 
even. A conservative estimate of the 
xpense in this department is $100,000. 
The late William Wrigley spent 
•100,000 on players in 1929 and Tom 
Yawley has flung away at least one 
lillion dollars in the past few years 
on new talent, much of which was 
neither new nor talent. 


Office expenses, clerks, auditors, etc., 


run around $50,000. 
Upkeep, 
taxes, 


ground keeping crew, special police, 
ticket sellers, gate inen, etc., take 
another $60,000 or so. 


Spring training calls toy o pretty 


penny. The club, paying expenses to 
and from camp, shells about $15,000. 
Tlie homeward exhibition tour is .sel- 
dom a financial success, the round- 
about railroad route and prolonged 
hotel bills eating up whatever share 
of the skimpy receipts the club col- 
lects. 


The railroads net a neat sum too. 


Making four interseclional lours an- 
nually the big league club travels 
about 15,000 miles. Consider 30 men in 
a party and you can see how the fares 
and Pullman charges will total around 
$20,000. 


Hotel bills—15 double rooms for 77 


days at $5 per room and $3.50 for 
meals for 30 men per day— run close 
to ?15,000 per session. 


But expenses don't stop here. Base- 


balls cost about 57,000, insurance runs 
around $7,500, hospital and medical 
care takes $5,000 and uniforms and 
such cost another $5,000. 


Million customers Necessary 


To meet all these expensees a team 
must play before about one million 
customers at home and on the road 
unless, of course, like the Browns and 
Athletics, they can sell high priced 
stars. But that in the long run is bad 
business. 


The home club gets the bulk of re- 


ceipts, which are split on (he basis 
of admissions, and not dollars. In the 
National league the home club Rives 
the visiting outfit 22 cents for each 
admission and sends 3 cents to league 
headquarters. In the American the 
visitors share is 25 cents. 


Thus the home team will make S1.2, 
r) 


or $1.22 on every box seat sold, but 
only 22 or 25 cents on a bleacher ticket. 
It averages up that each admission 
means about 90 cents at the box office 
inasmuch as more citizens sit in blea- 
cher pews than In tlie box seats. 


It is estimated that close to 10,000,000 


citizens pay to see major league games 
in the course of a season. Each team 
usually plays to the same number o] 
customers on the road as ii does at 
home. Thus if a team draws 500.000 
fans at home it will have about 500,- 
000 fans in foreign fields. 


Its share of the home receipts will be 


about $375,000 and its visitors'* share 
will be $125,000. 


In addition to the date receipts tin 


club gains a tidy sum from refresh- 
ment concessions. Some lease the con- 
cessions, 
others 


themselves. But 
club nets for itself no less than $25,000. 


But if you have any idea of buying 


a major league ball team with the 
money dear old Aunt Minnie left you, 
have your banker send over a bale of 
check books. You will be needing them 
because the major league club owner 
signs his autograph far more often 
than Dizzy Dean. And not on score- 
cards either.

"Pike County — Cinnabar Mines 


Five miles west of this point on the 
Little Missouri river cinnabar or quick 
silver ore was reported in April, 1930 
Since that date cinnabar has beer 
found in a zone of folded and faulted 
rocks in an area about 25 miles in 
length extending from eastern Howard 
county across Pike county into west- 
em Clark county. There are many 
uses for mercury in the arts and 
sciences." 


"Pike County — Diamond Mines 


Two and a half miles southeast of this 
point is the only locality in North 
America where diamonds have been 
found in the rock in which they were 
formed. They have been found prin- 
cipally in one igneous pipe, which with 
three small pipes, aggregates about 80 
acres. These pipes are the craters of 
a volcano which erupted under the 
water of the sea which covered this 
place. Diamonds were first discovered 
October 1, 1906. It is estimated that 
48,000 stones have been 
recovered. 


About eight per cent of the diamonds 
recovered have been gem stones.'

Egg Production 


The production of high quality eggs 


pays, according to the records of 
Hempstead county poultrymen. 


On most farms the quality of eggs 


produced can be improved with no 
cash outlay and with little increase Jn 
labor S. A. Moore, Extension poultry- 
man, 
University of Arkansas College 


of Agriculture, points out. Fertile eggs 
deteriorate much more rapidly than 
infertile eggs, so the roosters should 
be removed from the flock. 


Even infertile eggs deteriorate under 


hot, dry conditions. During the sum- 
mer months the eggs should be col- 
lected at least twice each day and 
immediately placed under cool moist 
conditions. 
Special constructed egg 


cellars or cellars that are uniformly 
cool and humid may be used, and 
spring houses and caves give equally 
good results for egg storage. Eggs 
easily absorb odors and flavors and 
should not be stored with highly flav- 
ored products such as onions, garlic, 
or other highly flavored articles. 


Some deterioration will take place 


under the best af farm storage con- 
ditions; so it is usually advisable,, to 
market eggs twice each week during 
hot weather, Mr. Moore adds.
